With regards to the disclosure stipulating that the 
"setpoint temperature of said semiconductor substrate is 
controlled according to the specific resistance at the 
aforementioned room temperature so that the surface 
temperature of the substrate reaches a desired 
temperature regardless of the specific resistance of said 
substrate" in claim 1, the relative relationships between 
the "setpoint temperature, " the "surface temperature of 
the substrate" and the "desired temperature" therein are 
unclear. Likewise, with regards to the disclosure 
stipulating that the "setpoint temperature of said 
semiconductor substrate is controlled according to the 
specific resistance at the aforementioned room 
temperature," the relationship between the control of the 
"setpoint temperature" and the "specific resistance" is 
unclear; therefore, the manner in which the setpoint 
temperature is controlled according to the specific 
resistance is also unclear. 
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
